St. I^ouis, Mo., July l-r>.—The nine­ 
ty-ton switch engine 
that 
skidded 
down the steep incline at the trans­ 
fer wharf of the Missouri Pacific rail­ 
road in C’arondolet 
Friday, 
burying 
itself in the mud under 25 feet of 
water in the Mississippi river, was 
raised last night by 
the 
wrecking 
crew of the Missouri Pacific lailroad 
after three days’ hard work. 
It wa* 
taken on 
flat cars to the Missouri 
Pacific shops, Ewing and Chouteau 
avenues, where it will 
be repaired 
and put back into service. 
Th<* raising of the huge engine re­ 
quired 
the services of two 
117-ton 
pile drivers and a 200-ton hoisting 
crane. 
Preparations for rescuing the 
big engine were begun soon after the 
accident, when A. H. and Henry Far* 
dina, of 8000 
Water street, 
profes­ 
sional divers, undertook 
to 
place 
heavy chains and cables under the 
boiler and trucks. 
The work of the divers v:as fin­ 
ished yesterday afternoon, when the 
two big marine pile drivers, used in 
railroad bridge* building, were placed 
on barges, on either side of the bur­ 
ied engine. 
By means of the h» avy 


cables they lifted the engine, which 
was sunken deep in the mud on one 
side, into an erect position. 
The lifting tackle of the 200-ton 
crane, which stood on the shore, di­ 
rectly opposite 
the sunken 
engine, 
was attached 
to the heavy chains 
that girdled the boiler and trucks 
and the engine 
slowly 
lifted 
out, 
swung ashore and was 
lowered 
to 
flat cars. 
The work of saving 
the 
fonder, 
which was broken loose from the lo­ 
comotive. 
and 
other 
portions 
of 
wreckage, will be continued today. 
The cost of the work of recovering 
the engine, which required the ser­ 
vices of sixty-five men, including the 
divers and three wrecking crews and 
equipment, is estimated 
at 
$800 
a 
day. 
The cost of repairing the dam­ 
age to the engine is placed at $5,000. 
The engine started of its own ac­ 
cord last Friday, just after the engi­ 
neer and fireman had left the cab. 
and skidded down the wharf incline 
into the river.

Pieces of iron 
are heated red hot and with tongs are 
dropped into the fluid in a large pan 
or kettle. The door is closed and the 
fumes left over night. 
A smudge made by buroiflg tobacco 
stems is often employed by florists as 
a means of ridding hothouses of plant 
lice, but has not proved as effective in 
my hands as the vapor. The smoke 
leaves a recognizable tobacco odor on 
rose petals which is a further objec­ 
tion to it. 
Sheets of paper which have been 
saturated w ith strong extracts are sold 
for us© in fumigating hothouses, and 
are more convenient and certain than 
the stems, if prop* rly prepared.

If to be used for inside of 
poultry-house, colony houses or coops, 
add half an ounce of carbolic acid. 
To color the whitewash, add yellow 
ochre, Venetian red or any other de­ 
sired color.

SELECT THE MOTHER BEETS 


Greater Care Mutt Be Exercised to 
Pick Out Only Perfect and 
Typical Variety of Seeds. 


The all important thing in 
beet 
growing is good seed. 
In selecting 
mother beets—that is, 
beets 
from 
which seed is to be grown, the great 
est care must be taken to pick 
out 
only perfect and typical types. 
They 
must conform to many requirements. 
They must not be too large or the 
sugar contents will be too low. 
It 
must not be too small since small 
beets are not profitable. 
It must not have a divided tap root 
or large side roots since the richest 
part of the beet is in the lower part 
of the root. 
It follows that a mother 
beet must not be slim with a long, 
slowly tapering loot that grows deep 
ly into the ground, as such roots are 
sure to break in harvesting, leaving 
the best part below ground. 
The beets must grow entirely be­ 
low ground, as the part that grows 
above must be cut off and wasted in 
topping.

Young Birds Must Be Watched Care­ 
fully Until Past Tender Age— Of 
Very Wild Nature.

Guinea hons are among the hardest 
of all birds to breed, chiefly because 
the young guinea is so extremely ten­ 
der. 
Th»*y are also of a very wild 
nature, and w'ben one of them is lost 
from the h«*u it may he counted as 
lost. It is advisable to keep the young 
guineas shut up for a few davs after 
they are hatche d and feed them on 
bread crubibs, coarse corn meal and 
occasionally a hard boiled egg, ground 
fine and mixed with the bread crum bs. 
After they leave the hen, if the days 
are warm and bright, they are allow ed 
to hunt bugs and worms and require 
little feeding. 
After they are feath­ 
ered out they need little care, as they 
are able to shift for themselves until 
the w inter cuts off their supply 
of 


food. 
In w inter they m ust have a shelter 
and be fed the sam e as other poultry, 
but m ust be kept shut in when 
there 
is snow on the ground, as they will 
fly into the tops of trees or on roofs 
of buildings, and refuse to come down.
